SONUS LITTERARUM 
I. VOCALIUM 

As a language is but a chaln of sounds, and letters are but signs of these 
sounds, they must be uttered, especially in Latin, very clearlyanddistinctiy. 

A vowel, sometimes alone, sometimes with another vowel, morefrequent- 
ly with one or more consonants, makes a syilabie. A syllable, which is 
formed by ^f0o vowels, is called a dtphthang (diphthongus), as: aut, haud^ 
<:^», s^, &c., which in Engiish speiling would sound: out, howd, keh-oo 
(but contracted into one sound), seh-oo. 

A vowel, consequently a syllable, is either shart or hng. By this we 
mean, thafit takes shorter or longer time to pronounce it, but this does not 
affect the saund of the letters, as it does in English. Whether short or long, 
alsa.e is e, i is f, &c., we only stretch the same sound, as if adding one or 
two additional vowels of the same kind, thus : a, short ; aa, long ; /, short, 
eej long. EocampUsfor the tvovels : papa {a, a) ; again {e, e) ; qutntne (keenin, 
t, i) ; trombone (o, 6) ; iuW moon («, u), ¥oxjf and unaccented u we have no 
exampies in English, the student must be referred to French and German. 
Latin syha, syllaba^ Sylla, Sibylla, hyems, and liibet, quaestfmus, opti/mus 
(in old speliing), and ail other words of this kind, are pronounced so far as 
the^' and the marked ws are concerned, with French «, or German ii.

We do not mark the qnantity (shortness, longness) of the syllables, because : 

ist, it has absolutely no bearing upon speech and upon prose. 

2nd, its sole domain is in poetry (prosody). 

3rd, it cannot be forced undercast iron ruies. 

4th, much of it is controverted, and not agrfied upon by the Romans 
themseives. 

5th, since it is unsettled, it becomesthe source of useless vexation, pedan- 
try, an unjustifiable drudge for teachers and students alike, not to speak of 
the unseemly appearance it gives to our school-books. 

II. CONSONATIUM

Of these /, w, «, r, are called Itquids, h aspirant, s sibilant, all the others 
mutes, A' is a double consonant. 

ACCENTUS 

This word means something like ^^-singing a word, as all speech is more 
or less a song. 

As a general rule, the stress, or accent, in Latin lies on the syllable 
before the last, as in English piano. A vowel before another being short, like 
in nouns ending in ib, the accent shifts to the next backward, a^: na'tio. 
Whenever such change occurs, we shall mark the accented vowel, as: hu- 
milis. In long words there may be two accents, as : reconciliationibus. 
— Accent is usually on a long vowel, but not always. In quaesivimus, ac- 
cent is on long ;, d^dimus, patina, it rests on a short vowel. Nearly 
every new syllable attached to a word shifts the accent forward pr back- 
ward, as : hwmilis, humJlitas, humilitite, humilitateque. The two unaccen- 
syllables (endings) qtie and ne draw the accent upon the next preceding 
syllable, as; honzmumque, hab^t«<?; but.their are exceptions. We shali 
endeavor to mark the accent on each new word and on new endings, untU 
they become familiar. Hearing and practice will be the best teachers.

GRAMMATICA. 

There are no articles in Latin. 

All Latin nouns are either masculine, feminine, or neuter. 

The gender of the nouns in most cases is indicated by their endings. 
Nouns ending in us are generally (not always) masculine (m.), those in a are 
feminine (f.), and um indlcates neuter (n.) gender. CirculMs, accordingly, 
is m.; linea, f., while punctnm, quadratum, and pensum are neuter.

GRAMMATICA. 

Any form In which a noun, an adjective or pronoun may occur is called a 
casus (falling), a case. The first, or common, formsof the nouns and ad- 
jectives we have seen, were linea, circultfs, penstim ; long^i, magnitf , and 
primfim ; in plural : line^, circult, pensa, etc. This casus is called Casus 
A^omfiia/frfi5, anamingfall, or In grammatical language: the Nomlnative 
Case, be it singular or plural. 

There are several such cases, each expressed by endmgs, i. e. by a syllable 
or two attached to the stem of the word leaving off ali other endings, Thus : 
LiM', circul% pms' * fbe Nominative endings are a, us, um ; pl., of, t, a, 

The new endings we have here introduced are : am, «m, #m, plur. os, os, $s, 
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This^ttfis called the Casus ^scusativus, or charging, accusing case, 
Accusative. In what do they differ ? How are they used ? Their names fair- 
ly explain it. The naming case simpiy nams a thing : candela, baculus, quad- 
ratum ; baculus est longtis, quadrattfm non est rotundum. The cbargmg case 
has two principai appHcations : 15/, when a certain ciass of prepositions, 
like supir, mfra, inier, iuxta, etc. occur in a sentence, the noun, adjective, 
pronoun, to which they refer, wiil stand in the charging, Accusative, case. 
Then : iuxta mensam ; sella est inter duas fenestros et un^m Iknuam. So in 
English :t he is between ms and her ; we shail not say, he is between I and 
she;he\s nominative, ms and ksr accusative. 2nd : af ter everjf verb wbich is 
transitive, i.e. which admits an obyect. Example : IsUepy will nottakean ob* 
ject, as I cannot ask " What do I sleep? " and answer " I sleep the bed ". 
But 1 can say : he (Nomin., subj'sct) chargesi9t#. Whom charges he ? i9t# .' He 
accuses a man, tMe, and ma», are the objects of the transitive verbs to charge, 
to accuse ; hence the name Accusative, for ms and man are in the accusativ6 
case. 

Such transitive verbs zxtfadt, sing,, faciunt, plur. ; habet, sing., habent, 
plur. Whenever they occur, the nouns, adjectives aqd pronouns, to which 
they refer, will always stand in Accusative, whether in sing. or in plur.; 
thus: casa habet unum camintfm humiUm, duas fenestxas angustas, tecttim hd- 
miU atque un^ m Iknuam parvam, Tridnguium super quadratum fadt domum.

GRAMMATICA. ' 

A new case is sic^r, cultri, rotarum, duorum, etc. It is cailed the Casus 
Gmttvous, or the generating fail, the Genitive case. It expresses the relation 
which exists between a source and a river, the sun and Its rays, a father 
andhisson. Grammarians call itthe />055^55n)/ case, but it is more. Its 
nearest English equivaient is the so called Teutonic, or Saxon Genitive, as : 
the father's son. The English o/is not a true Genitive, but an Ablative. 
Thus : *• the son of the father," is equlvaient to the French de^ from Latin 
de, and has the power of Latin a, ab, 

Thc Genitive is the chief characteristic of cvery Latln noun. It is the 
Genitivc cnding by which we group and classify the nouns, not the Nom- 
inativc. For an cxamplc : baculifs, actf5, and lat^s, all cnd in us, yct thelr 
Gcnitivcs bdng dlffcrcnt, thcy will not bciong to thc samc group. 
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When do weuse Genitive? There are at least a dozen rules and distinc- 
tions goveming this question ; but the foliowing rule will comprise ali of 
them, hence, bear in mind once for all : When two nouns occur in a sentence 
contuctid, one of them will always be in Genitive, the other may be In any 
case ; as :pis and mensa, one of them cleariy owns the other, therefore, pes 
mens^, mucro cuitri, latus trianguli, or, in plur.: pedes mensarim, mucrones 
cultrortmt iatera triangulorum. 

AII the nouns we have heretofore heard naturally divide themselves into 
Jthe following five groups, all dependinj; on the Genitive.

When two nouns are thus coupled, the rule is that the Gcnitive follows 
the other nown, that is, it takes the second place, as: tectum casoe (not : ca%» 
tectum). 

Hereafter we shali mark each noun with the number of the dedension 
they belong to, adding aiso their Gen. ending, as: tmo nis, IIL, m., and 
the student should read and studjf it this way: temo, tsmanis, thirdy masculine. 
This marking in most cases wiil soon be unnecessary, as the student wiil 
readiiy know by the endings to what declension the noun must belong. 
For example : penkillos, the os shows that the noun has the masculim 
Accusative ending of the second deciension ; and so with ail others.

GRAMMATICA. 

A newxase is Casus Ahtativus, the iakmgawajf case, or Ablative. As its 
name indicates, this case means moving away, opposite to approaching. 
A word, standing in this case, by itself, without any preposfnon, offers 
meanings iike off, aw^, toith, fy, at^ in English. 

Ablative, then Is used, ist wiUi prepositlons, iikem, a, (ab), #, ds, 2nd, 
independently, that is, without prepositions. The seeming difficulty, then, is 
to know when to use the one, when the other. We shali ieam this as we go 
along. Now, some verbs will readily suggest both, preposition and case, 
iike oscendit, d^endit. The former isa contraction of o^-scendit ; then, if 
we know that ad means io^ i, $. approaching, we may guess at Acc. and 
say: ascendit coeitim, ascendit turr/m, or, ascendit ad caminum. But if other 
direction is meant, another prepos., must be used, as : ascendit m coelo. D$ 
however wiil always govem an Abl., d^endit d$ coeb. 

The first tosHice mle for an Abl. without a prepos. is f urnished by the sen- 
tences '* Soi surgit hora sexta matutina," ** Hora duodkimaest meridies, " 
hora sexta, etc, here are Ablatives witiiout a prepos. ; and they are called 
the j4bL of Tim, or more properly the Ahlative of daie, So we say tempor# 
diurno, t. noctttmo, di#, noct#, interdifi, noctif, di#-nocttfque. 

The reguiar Abl. of dies and nox are di#, noct#, but when the idea of nigki 
iime, day time, day-and-night are to be expressed, we say as above. 

Primum, secundum, decimum, etc, differ f rom umtm, duo, iria, deesm, etc, 
just the same way ^s the English firsi^ secoud, ienth, etc, differ 
from one, iwo, ihru, ien etc ; the ftrst are called Ordinal Numerals, the 
stcoThd Cardiual {hinit) Numerals. When we say**six o'cIock," we do 
not mean six hours, but the sixih hour from midnight or noon. As Latin 
is very precise, it requires that we say no more, noTess, but what wemean. 
Accordingly we say nora sex/a, sixth hour, i2tii hour, etc But thiii is in 
Nom. Should we speak of an event as taking or having taken place at a 
certain time (hour, day, week, month, year), olbt. is used, as : sol media 
noc/# non lucet. 

Other relations are expressed by prepositions; as: Sol nunquam est m 
Septemtrione, oritur m Oriente, occidit m Occidente, stat autem hora duo- 
decima meridiana in meridie. Quando (when?) est sol m horizbnte? Quando 
descendit de coelo ? 

Vespertf has aiso another form, usper, is, III., m., and this is usuaily used 
inAbl.;Quid lit vesperf? What happensin the evening? Vesperi dits 
d^sinit nox vero indpit.

GRAMMATICA. 

OF THE VERB. 

It is all important that we acqulre, at the outset a dear and distinct 
knowledge of the principles upon which the mechanism of the verbs rest. 

As we have gatherd a number of verbs in the foregoing lessons, wemust 
learn how to group and how to handle them. 

We have made a general division of the verbs, calling one class traMsHioi 
(through going), the other intransitivi (not through going).Our examples were 
"to accuse" for the former, **to sleep" for the latter. Here we shall deal with 
the transitive dass, and for iliustration of what we wish to say usethe verb 
to wash. 

When I say 'M wash," a transitive verb, three things are implied : ist, 
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A f» /., my person, who do$s the washing ; 2nd^ the action, or doing, and 3^. 
the ihing I wash. I am the doer, that is, the subject of the verb ; the ihing I 
wash Is the object of the verb ; the action, washing, is the verb itself . Let 
the sentence be : / wash my hands ; /i^ the subjict of the sentence, hands is the 
object, wash \s\ht pr$dicate, In an ordinary Latin sentencethisorder of the 
parts of sentence should be aiways l<ept f or a rule. 

The verb in the above sentence is active, i, /., doing, because the subject 
(I) is the doer, / am washing, not another, and my doing acts upon what I 
wash (the object, my bands). But ** thou mayest wash tby hands," and also 
** he (she, it) may wash his (her, its) hands." **/'* is the first person, 
" thou '* is the second person, " he, " " she, " or " it," is the third person. 
Whichever acts, is the subjed. 

Now, I say : '* I am getting washed ;" here the subject isentirelyexduded. 
for we do not state who does the washing ; no person is mentioned, the verb 
is impersonal^ and the object alone comes into consideration. /, consequently. 
is not the subject but the object, because I do not act, but suffer the action 
of some unnamed person ; the action is iooi<ed upon from my side, what my 
part is in the washing. I suffer the washing. Suffering in Latin is calied passio, 
hence this suffering expressed by the verb gives it the name of passroe verb 
and the whole system of it '* Passive Voice,'' while the above one is caiied 
" Active Voice*' or " Doing Voice". 

The subyect is always in the Nom., the obfect in the Acc, but in ^tActroe 
voicealone. In the Passive voice the obfect is in Nom. 

j4ctive sentence in English : The horse moves the wagon 

Subj, Act. Verb. Object 

Active sentence in Latin : Equus movet currum 

Subj. Act. Verb. Object. 

Passive sentence in English : The wagon is moved by the horse 

Object. PassiveVerb. Agent. 

Passive sentence in Latin : Currus movetur ab equo 

Object. Passive Verb. Agent. 

Properly speal<ing there is no Passive Voice in Engiish corresponding to 
Latin. The English passive is periphrastic, i.e., drcumlocutory, that is, com- 
pounded f rom the perf . participle and an auxiliary, or helping verb, therefore 
it only answers simiiar periphrastic forms in Latin. When we say " the 
wagon is moved " it is nothing more than Latin •* currus est motiw," while 
currus mauetur means a di£ferent thing. The Engllsh form '* the wagon is 
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bimg mov«/" will come nearer to the Latin, but the best rendering of it is 
in active form " they move," '*he moves," &c. 

But I may also say ** I wash myself," '* I move myself." In this case 
both subject and object are the same. This form may be called the reflsocme^ 
or middli verb, which, in Engllsh, is cxpressed partly as the above, partly by 
simple Active Voice, as : the wheel wkws, theplanctsm^w^, wlthout reference 
totime; otherwise, with the participle «, tfr^, tp^/, /uw, heen mavingr^ in 
Latin we use the passive form: rota moveti#f , planetae rotantMr, or, equus ss 
movet, sol sese movet, 

The verb mavire, is used in this lesson : 

ist, as an active transitive verb : aqua movet rotam ; 

2d, as a passive verb : rota moyetur ab aqua ; 
3d, as a middle verb : pleneta non stat, sed movetwr, and 
also by circumlocution : sol sese movet. 

Both the Active and Passive Voices comprise certain frames, which we 
call Moads, i. e., manners, modes ; for much depends on how we utter a 
verb. There is certainly a great difference between saying, " I am sleepy '* 
and "getout!" Theformer way of expressing is cailed the ** Indlcative 
Mood," the latter '* Imperatlve, " or bidding mode. Besides these two there 
are two more, the Inflnttwe and Suhjunctme. These are mutiiated names f rom 
original Latin, Modus Inflnitus, Modus Imperativus, Modus Indicattvus, and Ma- 
dus Coniunctivus, The two latter contain six tetises, i, e,, times, to wit : Now 
time (present), haif-done time (imperfect), done time ; (perfect) more-than- 
done-time (pluperfect), to come-time (future) and the shall-have-ijeen-done 
(futureperfect) time. In Latin: Tempus Praesens, T.PraBteritum Imperfectum, 
T. P. Perfectum, T.P. Plus-quam-perfectum, T. Futurum Simplex, T. Futu- - 
rum Exactum. Each tense has two numbers, singular and piurai, and three 
persons ineach, the ist, the 2nd, and the 3d: /, thou, he {ske^ it)^we,you, they. 

It is the Inflnitive Mood by which we classify the Latin verbs. 

From what we know thus far, we may group the verbs in thls manner :

The first two verbs alone show distinct character of their own, whlch is 
the radical letter, a in the I., e in the II., the III. and the IV. are more irregu* 
lar ; therefore the Infinitive alone can be a safe guide. 

The English Infinitive is expressed by the particie to, as to Ine, togo, to 
sleep ; in meaning both Engiish and Latin Infinitives agree, l^ut in Latin, 
Infinitive is expressed by the endings re, in Active, ri, (i) in Passive, with 
adding to these the radical, or characteristic letter of each group, or conjuga- 
tion, as above. We shail then have :

A form, which is cailed supinum ; this Is always tumy or «im, unless 
wanting altogether. 
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The trincipal paris of the Passive Form are the same, as in the Active, 
the Ina. present, the Infinitive and perf. participle instead ofst^mum. 

Accordingly, whcn we study a verb, we raust always pronounce Its prln- 
cipal parts aloud, which we shall give hereafter in every instance. A few 
examples :

There is a special class of verbs in Latin, which by form are passive, yet 
by meaning they are active, like dritiir, rises, rotatiir, it wheels, circulates ; 
this class is called Deponent verbs. 
The verb $st (is),sunt (are), is called Verbum Substantlvum ; its Infinltlve

Its 
name is from the fact that the verb "togive" most truly expresscs Its 
nature. Although we say in English '* I give^o» a book,"^' viewed from 
Latin point of view it is incorrect ; because thc objcct (the thlng I give) is 
•• a book," not ** you ;" I give it to you ; this is thc way we must say it In 
Latln. In the above example, however, the Engllsh would say correctly. 
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" they join (hitch) the horse to the wagon." The Dative case is the reverse 
of thc Abiatlve, i, e,, nearing, approaching, to. 

Bear in mind: Many transitive verbs have two objects, direct and 
indirect. In the above example horse is the ditect object, to the xoagon is the 
indirect object. Datroe is the case of the indirect object, Accus., that of 
the direct object.

GRAMMATICA. 

DE NOMINIBUS ADIECTIVIS.— OF THE ADJECTIVES. 

Nomn$ adiectivum—** a noun that can be thrown to another," shortened 
into *' Adiectivum," is a part of speech, which expresses the shape, size, 
color or quallty of a thing, like: majgnus. parvus, jatus ; or, in English : 
large, small, sound, blue, good. &c. The name of a fhing is the noun ; the 
quality of it is the adjective. No matter where the thing may be, it has its 
qualiues always along ; therefore, no matter where a noun is, the adjective 
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will also be thtrt, followwg the noun, seldom going before it, excepting^ 
when the ad). is more important than the noun itself. Thls is the natural 
order, since the thmg is more important than its qualities, \X is the noun that 
bears the gender^ the case and the nt^mber, In tnglish we say : the large^ 
wheel, the big horse ; in Latin : rota magna, eauus tnagnus ; yet there are in- 
stances of similar construction in EnglisJi, like: times immemorial^ body 
politic, &c. The stress iies always on the adiective. An adj. will precede 
a noun, when the quality is in question, notthe thing ; as : Qui equus est 
in stabulo ? Parms equus est ibi ! In most cases, however, the emphasis 
alone answers the question, and the natural order is followed. 

While adjectives foUow their nouns anda^f^/withthemingender,num- 
ber and case, they do not f ollow them in declension. There are five declen- 
sions for the nouns, but adjectives can oniy belong to the first three; none^ 
belongs to the IV. and V. The noun may beiong to the V., the adj. to the 
III., as: dies (V) brevis (III), or nox (III) opaca (i), domus (IV.) parva (I) ; 
currus (IV) latus (II,); pensum (II.) breve (III.), &c. For adjectives also 
have their groups, and they follow their own dedensions.

Thc casiest way to know an adjective apart from a noun or a vcirb Is to 
compare them thus : long, long^, \ongest, We cannot say : a body, a bodwr, 
a bod^s^, nor, walk, walk/r, walk#5/ : the former being a noun, the latter a 
verb. When we are satisfied that the word is an adjective, like large, in its 
first form, it is said to be fn thtpositive degree ; larg^ is thought to be on a 
higher degree (or step), and is called comparative degree ; \argest \s the third,. 
the highest or superlative degrec.

An adverbium (adverb) is a part of speech by which we answer to the 
guestion how? Most English adverbs end in ly, " as slow/y, propcr/y, iBiteljf^ 
&c. As is seen, most of them are formed from adjectives. An adverb is 
easily formed in Latin. The general rule is ; Omit ws, a, um (in positive 
and superlative), attach an e instead, and you have an adverb ; example : 
long^, far ; longwsim^, very far. For comparative we take the neuter of the 
comparative of the adjective, and have the foiiowing scheme :

Some adjectives do not take all degrees nor, for some cause, direct com- 
parison, adverbs are used as auxiliaries, like in English. For example: 
more competent, instead of competent^; more accurate, for accurat^r ; 
most gracious, for gracious^s^ So In Latin.. Fnstead of tenuior, we say : 
magis tenuis, m^xime tenuis, to avoid the many voweis in Xtnuior; longe 
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miiximus, by far the biggest. Some wiil not take degrces, because they 
are naturally superlatives, as, for example, we can not say " deader," 
*'deadest;*' just as little can we say: mi>f/ infinite, tnost infinite. Nor will 
its adverb mfimUiy, Latin tnfiniU, admit infinitfbr , XnfiiAXissimus^ nor even 
magis infinitus, but oniy the positive, infiniU maius. 

Comparing adjectives is done thus : 

Comparing in the positive is effected by joining the things compared by 
tam—quam ; ex.: Fanum est tam magnum quam palatium ; negative : Casa 
non est tam aita quam turris. 

In the comparative : Casa est humilior quam turris ; quam alone is the 
joining particle. 

But mark well : quam is very often omitttd^ in which event the second 
part of comparison is put into Ahlativi^ as; casa est humilior turr/; teroo 
est crassior bacub. Quam is mostiy used when both nouns betong to the 
I. dedension, Miiiere Nom. and Abl. are alike. Ex; lanua est latior fenes- 
tra, is ambiguous, at ieast in writing ; in pronouncing we lay stress on the 
Abi., fenestri. To avoid ambiguity we say : ianua est latior quam fenestra, 
both in Nom. 

The superiative in most cases means oniy ury ; ex.: planeta est corpus 
maximum, means only a virjf largi M^, 

The superlative is used much like in English and other languages : ist, 
with Gmitive, as, ^^LimaDtst trwm lineafMm longissima.'* ^* lupiter est 
omntifm piaDettfffim maxlmus. 2nd, with preposition inter, as : *' B inter tres 
iineas est brevissima. " *' Mercurius est inter planetas minimus." In Eng- 
lish : *' Jupiter is the largest o/ ail planets ; " ** Mercury is the smallest 
dmof^ ail planets. "

GRAMMATICA. 

DE NOMINIBUS NUMERALIBUS. 

We introduce two ciasses of numerais here, the Cardlnais and the Ordi- 
nals. The first kind denotes simple quanti^, the second indicates the order, 
succession or the place of a unit or quantity in a series of units f rom the be- 
ginning. Exampies : one, five, twenty, are quantities ; first, fifth, twen- 
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tleth, are the places these numerals, or what they qualify, hold in a row, 
counting from the first. Domus decem, ten houses ; domus dsdma^ !s but one 
house, but the tmth in a row. 

All of these numerals are adjectlves. The Ordinals are regulart», a, sim 
kind and are declined as such. Among the Cardlnals the first three, unt^s^ 
At um, duo, duce^ duo and tres, tria take endings, the rest are undedinablel 

When any numeral stands for a noun, i. /., when it has no noun to follow 
In gender, it is neuter, as In counting : unumf duo, tria, primum^ secundum, 
terttum, &c. 

Unum is also used In plural with plural nouns, as una castra, a single 
camp ; uni Romans, the Romans alone. It is declined thus :

Instead of tridecim, sedecim^ septemdecim, octodecim and novemdecim^ in 
literary and ciassical Latin decem & tria^ decem & sex, decem & septem, or, 
decem octo, decem nooem are used most f requently, popularly however the 
former contractions are mostly used. 

Eight and nine, in each decade, excepting 68, 69, and 98, are also thus 
expressed: duodeviginti {two from twenty)=i8, undeviginti, 19, duodetriglnta, 
28, undequadraginta, 39, &c. 

In the Ordinais the same rules prevail, only, we say more frequently 
tertium decimum , quartum decimum, than decimum & terttum^ &c. 

The Cardinals have no pFurals, but nouns, or adjectives, which they 
qualify, must follow in plural, as : quatuorfenestr^, centum ca&jp. Centum 
has no plural excepting when compounded with other numerals, as : ducen- 
^ftm, when it loses its singular, and is declined like any other adjective: 
ducenti, ae, a ; -orum, arum, orum, &c., so all the rest until mille. 

Mille is a neuter noun, therefore, wheneverit is to qualify a noun, thls noun 
will stand in Genitive, as : mille pedtim. But it can also be used as an 
adjective, when its plural form is mille (noun form in pl. is millfa), 
as mille equi. 
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If a deciinable numerai comes between tlie noun miile and ttie noun it 
qualifies, no Genitive wiii be govemed, as: fabricae istae liabent piures 
quam duo millia & quingentu rotas.

DE NOMINIBUS NUMERALIBUS. 

The rule of " qualifying " is very strictly followed out in Latin. A 
numeral.noun is quaiified by an adjective Thus, milU, a noun, wiil be 
qualified by csntum, used as an adjectlve, or changtd into an adjective, and 
we say : cmtum millia, and often cmtsua miliia. Cmtum mlllia, in its tura, 
is qualified by an advirhial numeral, thus : d^ciis centum millia, or dsdfs 
ctntma millia. 

From this, and from tht text of the ie$son,theappiication of theadverbial 
numerals wiil be clearly seen. They answer the Engiish numerals modified 
by'*times/' as "three tlmes," tcr, "five times," quihquus. However, 
Latin too has an expression similar to EngUsh ''times ;" It is vfx, vicis, f. 
But this betog aooun, cannot be used with advecbs, t, «•» we canoot say 
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simlvics, hutuna vict, duahus vicibus, or, vict singula, hinis victbus, itmis 
quaUmis, quindenis, vicmis, cenimis, millmis vicihus. 

The dlstributive numerals, so called, are adjectives in «s, a, um. They 
do not, In fact, "distribute/' excepting their English or other translations. 
They are oniy thi^poetical, or approximative forms of thecardlnais. Among 
other things they do mean " one by one ** as transiated Into English, but 
theirfirst meaning is '' as many as," or *' about.'' Fabrica habet quinquagmas 
fenestras, means, the factory has as many as 50 windows, or about 50 
windows. While quinquaginta is the exact arithmetical quantity , quingma is 
the approximating quantity. Cmtum millia is 100,000 exactiy, or statistic- 
aliy, cmtma millia means '* hundreds of thousands,'' or, *'about," ''as 
manyas" 100,000. Singuli equi, single horses, one horse each, equus 
singulus, one singie horse, one horse alone.

GRAMMATICA. 

Thc names of the months are adjectives, but they are used^ for the most 
part, as nouns. 

Serial things are expressed by the ordinal numeral& Such serials are the 
hours (the minutes and seconds are not), days and years. When we say 
in Engiish, * it is thru o^clock,* we mean that itis three strol<es of the doci<, 
or beii, indicating the tbird hour. Lii<evise, speaking of years we mean the 
eighteen-hundred-and-ninety-5ttcM year, though we say ** ninety-six." The 
days we say properiy : Xheftrst of January, thefifM of August. In Latin this 
principle is very strictly enforced. Consequently we say : Primus lanuarii, 
miliesimt octingentesimi nonagesimi & sexti; i. ^., ail are ordinals. But 
if that number of years is meant, just lilce in Engtish, we wouid use the 
cardinals.
